Alcohol  In  Cold  Weather. 

A  scientist  thus  explains  why  it  is  s6 
dangerous  to  use  alcohol  in  tho  polar 
regions:  A  moderate  use  of  alcohol 
cause*  a  deposit  of  fat.  Alcohol  is  not 
turned  into  fuel  in  tho  muscle  and  nerve 
cells,  but,  serves  as  a  pure  fuel  in  the 
organism  and  replaces  the  combustion 
of  fat.  Alcohol  is,  therefore,  dangerous 
in  the  dxtTeme  cold  because  it  assists 
the  throwing  off  of  heut  in  u  great  de- 
go  e.  The  effect  is  as  if  a  stove  in  a 
room  should  be  heated  redhot  and  then 
all  the  doors  and  windows  thrown  open. 
Heat  produced  by  muscular  work  in  the 
body  is  best  obtained  from  carbohy- 
dirates  in  the  food,  but,  besides  this,  the 
indispeusiblc  production  of  heat  is  best 
obtained  by  fats.  This  explains  tho  in¬ 
stinctive  choice  of  the  food  ol  men.  In 
the  tropics  they  eat  little  fat  and  much 
fruit,  while  the  i>olar  dweller  requires 
immense  quantities  of  fat  to  keep  up 
the  bodily  combustion.  —  New  York 
Ledger.
